cauſe that moued him thereto, is 
becauſe in thoſe times, the pure- 
neſſe af the Goſpel was hindered, 
and petſecuted, wherby many er- 
tours began to be ſpread and al- 
lowed : and - theretore in great 
wiſedome it pleaſed the holye 
Ghoſt, not onely to write a fajth- 
full ſure, and perfect ſtory: but al- 
ſo to offer and preſent the cuſto- 
die and defence of the ſame, to 
one of Religion and power. The 
very ſame cauſe partly, hath mdo- 
ued me at this time, to be ſo bold 
as to offer & dedicatethis poore 
and ſimple. teſtimonie of my tra- 
vaile to your Honours, For al- 
though I doe confeſſe, wee line 
V nder a Gratious Prince (whome 
the Lorde long continuetd hys 
glory, to the 1 jame and confuſi- 
on of his enemies, and to the dai- 
ly profit of his C burch) although 
(llay)

(I ſay) we liue in ſo peaceable, hap 
pie, and gratious a time, vnder the 
flouriſhing ſtate of the Goſpell: 
yet truely the deareſt Children 
of God, and the ſinceritie of reli- 
gion, is ſubiect to bitter perſecu- 
tion. Theſe words at tlie firſt may 
ſeeme very greeuous, hard and 
haynous, and yet they are moſte 
certaine and true. The holy Apo- 
ſtle S. Paule, writing to the Ga/ati- 
ant. . 29. ſpeaketh on this maner: 

As hee that was borne after the fleſb, perſe- 


cuted him that was borne after the ſpirite: 
euen ſo is it now: hee ſpeaketh of 
Iſmael and Iſaac, and yet we do not 
read in the ſcripture of any perſe- 
cution betweene them, neyther 
did Iſmae! perſecute his brother 
Iſauc, with hand or ſword, but that 
which is worſe, proudly and arro- 
Finn he rayſed imlelfe againſt 

im, mocking him, and as it were, 
treading

treading vnder feete the promiſe 
of God. And this dealing by the 
Apoſtle is called perſecution, & 
in deede there is not any perſecu- 
tion more greeuous to the Chil- 
dren of God then this. Now who 
doth not dayly ſee, that the beſt 
Chriſtians, and the pureneſſe of 
religion are greatly perſecuted, by 
Papiſtes, Atheiſts, and Hipocrites 
as {ſaac was by his brother Lſall. 
And of all matters of religion, I 
thinke there is ſcarce anic in theſe 
dayes more generally hated of 
ſuch kind of men, thẽ that, which 
is moſte altogether, and almoſt 
onely handled in this ſimple ſer- 
mon.For theſe and ſuch like men, 
many of them can bee content 
with a common ordinary profeſ- 
ſion, to heare Mattins and Euen- 
ſong, and ſometimes a ſermon, by 
ſuch men as they like of, but that 
1 there

there ſhoulde be any continuall 
courſe of the pure preaching of 
the word of God, they can in no 
caſe allow or like of. This I ſay, is 
hated, reiected and perſecuted ſo 
far as may be, of the greater ſort, 
and therefore not without cauſe 
haue I attempted to dedicate this 
my laboure, to your honours as 
ſpeciall patrons, and defenders of 
the Lords cauſe, and tried friends 
and fauourers of God and hys 
trueth. But yet this attempt may 
ſeeme very raſhe and needleſſe: 
For who am l, that I ſhoulde take 
vpon me to ſet forth and to pub- 
liſh any thing? The — 
I conſeſſe of many hundreths, and 
the vnableſt of many thouſandes, 
and yet ſeeing many things more 
ſimple, leſſe needefull and profi- 
fitable, are not onely ſuffered, but 
allowed to come abroad: I am 
4 not

not altogether diſcouraged: ney- 
ther hath any man iuſt cauſe to 
accuſe me in this my ſimple enter- 
. I -knowe theſe be dayes of 

nowledge and learning, there be 
greater ſtore of famous and lear- 
ned diuines in our lande whome 
beleechethe Lord to bleſſe, that 
they may aſſiſte their weake bre- 
thren, in the defence of this, and 
ſuche good cauſes,) and yet the 
two mites of the poore widowe 
caſt into the treaſury, amongſt the 
great giftes of the wealthie, are 
not to be refuſed. I knowe your 
Honours be dayly hearers of fa- 
mous aud learned men, both in 
your houſes and abroad you are 
acquainted with the ſermons of 
proioundand deepe diuines, and 
ſuche as, are mightie in the ſcrip- 
tures: norwithſtanding hauing in 
my ſelle ſufficient triall and expe- 


rience

rienee of your honours moſt cur- 
teous, humble, and fauourable 
dealing towardes me, and alſo of 
ſome liking of my ſimple & poore 
trauelles in preaching heretofore: 
Tam not aſhamed or atrayd after 
ſuch triall and proofe, to offer this 
ſo ſmal & ſimple a thing vnto your 
honours. The great neceſſitie of 
the matter I deale withall, the care 
of Gods glory, the zeale of hys 
houſe,the benefit that hischurch 
may haue by it, hath eſpecially 
mooued me that it ſhuld be pub- 
liſhedand come abroad. Let not 
therefore hipoerites be too raſh in 
iudging, the Lord the ſearcher of 
the heartes and reines, knoweth 
my purpoſe & affection, in prea- 
ching and publiſhing this matter. 
The cauſe that hath mooued me 
to preſent it to your Honours, ra- 
ther then to other, is the long 
5 proofe

proofe and acquaintance of you? 
honourable courteſies, and frend- 
ly good will towardes me, which 
tor my part, I am neuer able to re- 
quite, for the which I thinke my 
ſelte as long as breathe is in me, 
moſte bound & indebted to your 
Honours. And here I offer this 
poore fruite of my trauell, as ſome 
teſtimonie of good wil andthank- 
fulneſſe. And whereas wee are 
woont commonly to offer & pre- 
ſent to our deareſt friendes, ſome 
giftes, as tokens of good will, or 
els of ſpeciall duetie: Amongeſt 
maay great and pretious preſents 
which are no doubt giuen & pre- 
ſented to your honours, l allo of- 
fer this ſimple mite andyet I hope 
more — aunt and acceptable to 
the receĩuers, then es of 
golde or filucr, or any carthly 
thing whatſoeuer. And in deede 
can 
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can there be anye matter more 
ſweete and pleaſaunt, to the chiefe 
Patrones and defenders of the 
godly preachers, and the word of 
God, then to heare of the neceſ- 
ſitie, profite, and excellencie of 
preaching: which things are ſette 
foorth plainly and largely in this 
little ſermon. For howioeuer ma- 
ny men hate and abhorre this 
matter, and can in no wiſe diſgeſt 
it: yet your honours zeale, cou- 
rage,liking, good will and coun- 
tenaunce, to this and other good 
cauſes, is commonly knowne and 
ſpread abroad. A further reaſon 
why I publiſh this ſermon, is, be- 
cauſe there is ſome matter in it, 
for the which I haue bene in the 
country where I dwell, openly 
ſlaundered and cuill ſpoken of, & 
therefore to cleare my ſelfe from 
ſuch falſe reportes, to ſatis fie my 

friendes

friendes which are readic to aun- 
ſwere in my cauſe: to let the ene- 
mies knewe, I haue ſpoken no- 
thing whereof Iam aſhamed, but 
dare put it to the witneſſing and 
teltimonie of the Chriſtiã reader: 
and allo to reſolue more fully, the. 
weaker ſort, in ſuch thinges as at 
the firſt ſeeme ſtraunge and ab- 
ſurde. For theſe and ſuch like cau- 
ſes, I ſay, lam content and willing 
that this my trauel come to light: 
although the whole or moſt part 
of this ſermon is vnſauorie and 
vnpleaſaunt to the greater ſort, 
and ſpecially to the ignoraunt 
people, to the hipocrite, to the i- 
doll or dumbe miniſter: yet this 
is that, which chieſſy miſliketh 
and greueth them: becauſe, both 
in the place where I preached this 
Sermon, and alſo elſe-where, I 
layd & affirmed, that the miniſter

which preacheth not, & hath not 
thoſe giftes which the Lorde re- 
quireth in his Miniſters, that ſuch

matter,hoyy ſtraunge and ablurde 


ſdeuer it ſeeme ro 3dnoranritind 


catnall men: yet I Rope lt is here 
ſufficiently confirmed by auctho- 
ritic and & amples of the holye 
ſcripture. Lcould alleadge further, 
the allowance and judgement ot 
moſte famous and pure Diuines, 
and ſuchasare generally recciucd 
and allowed of all trux Chriſti- 
ans. Maiſter IOHN CALVIN, 
about the latter end of his Cate- 
chiſme, whivh35 allowed by her 
Maieſties au@horttic , ſayth in 
ne wordes, that the miniſtra- 
ion of the ſacraments belongeth 
N to 
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The Epiſtle 
to them, who haue the charge to 
preach opealy in the Church. For 
the preaching of Gods word,and 
the miniſtration of the ſacramẽts, 
be thinges ioyntly belonging to 
one kinde of office: theſe be hys 
very wordes which are as playne 
as may be: M. Ronorenys 
GVATTE A in bis 118. Homely 
vpopn M a x x s, ſpeaking of the 
inſtitution of the Lordes ſupper, 
and of the right order in mini- 
ſtring that ſacrament, amongſt o- 
ther thinges ſayth on this maner. 
Peccant quicanam abſq, verbi predicatio- 
re peragunt, adeog, illam huit præferunt, 

graſi vel ad dei cultum, vel ad ſalutem plus 

conferat, quam verbum, cum tamen hnius 
maiorem, quam ſacramentormm rationens 
habuerunt Chriſtns. & A poſtoli.

| Dedicatery;  \_ 
crament before preaching : as 
though that auay led more to fal- 
uation & ſeruice of God, then the 
word preached: wheras notwith- 
ſtanding, both Chriſt & the Apo- 
ſtles eſtemed more the preaching 
of the word, then the Sacrament. 
Theſe are his wordes. I might al- 


leadge many other, teſtimonies 


for this cauſe, not onely from the 
molt worthy, godly, & learned di- 
uines, both old and new of other 
nations: but alſo frõ famous mar- 
tirs & Biſhops in this our land, in 
their ſermons and writinges, pub- 
liſned & priuiledged by authori- 
ty. I hope then there is no cauſe, 
why this doctrine ſhould not re- 
cciue a fauourable intextainment 
& allowance, as of your honours, 
ſo of al faithfull chriſtians, hauing 
ſuch warrant from ſo pure & lear-

And afterwardes in the tenth verſe ap- 
plicth-it un this maner. So lie ye, 
when ye haue done all thoſe thinges which 


are commannded you. fay, we are vnproſi- 


table ſerua untet. we haue done that which

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was aur dueiy to doe, The holy Apoſſle 
and ſernaunt of Chziſt in this place, a 
uoucheth and conkeſſeth in himſelfe, 
the ſaying of his maiffer to be moſte 
true. Fo} although amongeſt manpe 
good wozkes, there is not a moe ex* 
tellent 02 better wozke, then the p2ea- 
ching of the woꝛd of God (which was 
done moſte purely, effectually, and dis 
ligently by the Apoffſe) yet hee is ſo 
karre from accounting it meritozi⸗ 
ous, that hee ſayth, a neceſlitie is layd 
vpon him, that duet ie bindeth him to 
doe it. In the fozmer verſes from the 
beginning df this chapter, Saint Paule 
Geweth, and that with diligence and 
large copie of wozdes, that beeing as 
mongeſt the Corinthians, he was cons 
tent to giue place to his owne right, 
ts fozbeare that which hee might lame 
fully doe, to take no maintrnaunce at 
all from them, leaſt he Gould giue oc⸗ 
caſton of cauilling ts the falſe Apo⸗ 
cles: as though hee under the pꝛe⸗ 
tence of the calling of an Apoſtle, 
ſhould ſeeme ta ſeeke his owne gayne 
and lucre, Amongeſt other *

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hath ſapde, and. that in the foxmer 
verſe: J: were better for me to dye then 
that anie man ſhoulde makg my reiogſing 
in vaine. The which wozds map ſecme 
to pꝛoceeoe and flowe from an ambi- 
tioug and vaineglozicus ſpirite, Any 

therefoze it myght bee ſapde. What 
now Paule? What necdes all this: 
Thou art wont to glozy in Chiiſt as 
lone, and doeſt thou now &lozy in thine 
owne doinges% To ſuche a queſtton oz 
obiection the Znoſfle aunſweareth 
qualiſtyng his loʒmeg ſpeeche,as if hee 
ſhould lap: Although it ve an excellent 
wozke to pꝛeache the Coſpell, and 
that freely, pet take not my woꝛdes 
ſo, as though J repoſe ane merite of 
ſaluation in this wozke, fo2 J am cals 
led ts it, and bound to it, by duety and 
commaundement from my mapſter 
Chziſt.

ſpeake at this time. From whence 
I meane by Gods grace to ſpeake of 
theſe thzee pointes, Firſt J will ga- 
ther ſome deſcription of pzeaching, 
that you may know what it is. Seconds 
ly, I meane to pꝛooue the neceſſitie of 
pꝛeaching, and that enery miniſter is 
bound to preach. 

Thirdly, J will ſhewe what they 
dught to pꝛeache. The firff point, as 
in many other places, fo here it is na- 
med. but not fully ſer down what it is, 
but in other places wee may eaſily ga- 
ther what it is. The ſecond is here na⸗ 
med and appꝛooued. Foꝛ Sainct Paule 
beeing u miniſter, and ſaping: oe be 
wmto me if [preach not the Goſpell, both 
plainly affirme as much.-The third is 
here ſet downe moſt plainly, the mats 
ter that we mulk pꝛeach ok, namely the 
Goſpell. 

As touching the firff, let vs ſee how 
the ſcripture ſpeaketh ok it, as it is 
particularly and ſpecially applyed to 
the publicke office of the miniffer, o- 
therwiſe J knowe this wozde p2ea- 
ching, to haue a further and n_ 

nera 
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nerall ſignificatiou,But J ſpeake of it, 
as Chꝛiſt and the Apoſtles doe, apply⸗ | 
ing it to the miniſters. S. Paule ſayth, 
He that prophecieth, ſpeaketh unto men r.Cor.14.3 
to edi fing, to exhortation ana to comfort. 
The ſame Apottle charging Timothy, 
and in him euerp mintiter, to pꝛeache 
the wozd, addeth immediately, In- 
prooue rebuke exhert, with all long ſuſfe- 2. Tim 4.2. 
ring and doctrine. The bleſſed Jnottte John.z 5.15. 
Peter, as hee received of his maiſter a 
charge to feede his flocke, ſo he erhoz⸗ Pet. 5. a. 
teth all other to doe the ſame. 

The holy Euangeliſt Luke ſapeth, 
that Chziſt taught oz pꝛeached in Na- Lüke 440 
zareth, Oee firſt read, then ſhutte the 
booke, afterward hee expounded that 
{ſcripture which he read: and ſo appli⸗ 
ed it to the hearers, By theſe and ſuch 
like places, we may gather, that pzea- 
ching pꝛoperly as we ſpeake of it, is 
an erpoſicion and application of the 
ſcriptures, by the liuely voyce of the 
minifer, to the edifipng of the people: 
whereby it map eaſily appeare that 


reading is not pzeaching, no2 yet ſuf- 


ficient in a miniſter appzooued of God.

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. Tun. 3. a. Saint paul wil haue hun apt to teache, 


Mala. 2. 7. 


The Þ2opher Malachy affirmeth, 
that the Pꝛieſtes lippes mult pꝛeſerue 
knowledge. Chiift after reading ſhut 
the bcoke and expounded, and yet ſome 
are not aſhamed to count ſimple rea⸗ 
ding ſuffictent : ſaping, it will ſerue 
the curne, and there map bee as muche 
good done by it as by pꝛeaching. As 
ko: reading wee ſpeake not againſte 
it, we dilalowe it not, but account it 
a holy, lawfull, neceſſarpe, and pꝛoſt⸗ 
table meane, where by great good and 
bencfice is wzought to the Churche of 
God : but pet it voth net followe that 
it is ſufficient in a Binifer , that it 
will ſerue ſimplye of it ſelfe in che 
publique congregation , The Lode 
hath ſet downe an other ozder , and re⸗ 
quireth greater thinges at the handes 
ok his ſpectall ſernauntes , But this 
matter ſhall appeare moze platne in 
the woꝛdes folowing: Foz mp purpoſe 
in this part is, onely to ſhewe you by 
ſome circumikaunces and deſcript 018 
what pꝛeaching is, and that reading is 
not pꝛeaching, oz at leaſt chat kinde of 
P2Ca* 
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preaching whiche the Lorde requireth 
in his Miniſters, as maye appcare by 
comparing them together, and by v⸗ 
ſing ſome apt ſimylituves foz the ex⸗ 
planation ofthis matter. The ſmell 
oz ſight of meate doth good to the hun⸗ 
grye man, but it will not feede hym, 
ercepte hee taſte of it: So by reading, 
men mape haue ſome ſmell of relygi⸗ 
on, but they ſhall neuer thzoughTte 
taſte of it, without p1eaching , any 
therefo2e it is called a feedyng, as we 
beard befoze, and Pꝛeachers are coun⸗ 
ted Paſfours and feeders. Againe, 
meate that is rawe and fatte , maye 
bee called good, but it is not to bee 
eaten befoze it bee made redye and 
d}eſſed : fo are the Scriptures reade, 
good, holie, and pure, but not ſuiſcient 
foode, fo2 the people, without pꝛeach⸗ 
ing. Agapne bare reading is as though 
one ſhould caſt a whole loafe , befo2e 
them which want ſkrength to cutte it, 
Pꝛeaching is a cutting and deuiding 
of the bꝛeade of lyke, that euerye one 
may haue his ſeuerall poztion. Againe 
bare reading without p:eachinge , is 
4 even 
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tuen as the hulbandman ſhoulde call 
whole ſtrikes and buthelles of Tozne, 
on his land togicher on heapes, not 
ſcattering of it; pꝛeaching is a ſpꝛea- 
ding and a ſowing of the ſeed, Igaine 
3 is, as though he F iſher 
Goulde ſhuffile his nets on heapes, not 
opening them: Pzcaching is a wiſe 
opening, laping and handling of che 
Nette. 
Bare reading is as one ſhoulde ol⸗ 
ker good trealurcs, and pet ſuche as 
were hid, hut vp and kaſt locked, and 
could not be come by; Pꝛeaching is an 
opening of the treaſuces, to the iope 
ot Gods Childzen, Reading is ipke to 
fire couered with Afhes, whiche voeth 
{nally pzofire them that and bp it: 
Pꝛeaching is an opening and viſcoue* 
uering of the fire. Let vs conſider one 
erample amongeſt manp, fo2 the fur⸗ 
Ther explaning of this matter. The 
Chamberlaine that noble Treaſurer 
of Acthiopia,going to Hieruſalem, to 
wozſhippe God, as hee went read the 
Scriptures : if reading woulde haue 
ſerued his turne, Philip needed not to 
hauz 
1 
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haue come to him; but hee vnderſfoove 
not befoze he bad a guide: hee das not 
connerted,- nepther had hee faych ſuffi⸗ 
cient to ſaluat ion, befoze hee heard 
che pzeaching of the woꝛde, whiche in 
deede is that eſpeciall, effeccuall, bleſ* 
ſed and excellent ozdinarye meane 
of fayth, as it appearech mo2e playn⸗ 
lp and fully iu the next part of dure 


tert. 


Whiche beeing rightly waighed, 
confirmeth the great neceſſicte of pꝛea⸗ 
chyng, and pzooucth that cuery mi⸗ 
nider ought to pꝛeache. oe bee to 
me if I preache not the Goſpell, And why 
ſoꝛ becauſe Jam called to it, becauſe 
Jam a miniſter, becauſe the Lozde 
requireth © me, Although Sainct 
Paule and ty 3her Apoſtles had pzi- 
uiledges and pꝛerogatiues, whiche 
wee haue not: although wee haue not 
kully ſo large a commiſſion, as hee and 
they hadde although they did many 
£hinges, which wee neyther may, no2 
can doe: pet as touchyng the office of 
preaching, it appertapneth as well 
to vs, as to them. And foz the further 
pꝛoole 
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poofe of this matter J will rehearſe 

ſome arguments which befoze J haue 

vled in this place adding diuers others 

to them. 

I It is the cdmmanndement of 

Chyꝛiſte and the holye Apoffles, there⸗ 

foze neteſſarye. Chiſte ſayd to his A- 

Mar. 1645. poffles, Goc preache the Goſpell. The 
which commandement, in this behalfe 

belongeth to all the Miniſters of God. 

Saynt Paule ſtrayghtly chargeth the 

Adabas Piniffers of Epheſus, Tate beede un- 
to your ſeluet, and to all the flocke, wherof 
the holye Ghoſt bath made you overſeers, 

ro feds the Church of God, much be hath 
purchaſed with his mme bloud. And molt 
waightilie of all, he requireth it in the 

place alredy alleavged leaueth it 

not as a thing indifferent”, that maye 

bee done o2 vndone, but ſpeaketh with 

8 wonderfull and mightie pꝛoteſtati⸗ 

on, he ieyneth the Scripture and pꝛea⸗ 

ching togeather . Foz hauing befoze 

in the foꝛmer Chappiter, ſet foꝛth the 

great pzofic of che Scriptures, ſtraight

J re- 
ferre you alſo vnto the 14. chapter of 
bis firf Epiffle to the Corinthians: 
wherin ſo highly he commendeth the . cor 
gift of Pꝛopheſiyng, interpꝛetation, 
oꝛ pꝛeaching that he pꝛeferreth it be⸗ 
fore all ather giftes, and accounteth 
it ſo neceſſarp, that he woulde haue it 
continually obſerued in the Church 
of God, 

Acaine, Chꝛiſt commanndeth vs, 
and we dayly pꝛay fo2 the enlarging 
of his Ringdome, whereas hee hath * - 
taught vs to ſay, Thy kingdome come: 
Nom, the ſingular # excellent means

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God in ſo great meaſure, and ſo long 
a time haue beene receiued without 
anye p2ofice at all, ſo that in maupe 
there is nothing ſill, but tgnozaunce 
and idolatrie, in others leſſe ʒcal and 
religion, leſſe Godlyneſſe of lite then 
was in them many yeares agoe : and 
are theſe men wozthy ol mercie: Js 
remiſſion. of ſinnes to bee pꝛeachen 
and offered to them, naye the fozmer 
doctrine of repentaunce,of the law of 
repꝛoouing ſinnes, of denouncing the 
tudgements of God agaynſt al fates 
and degrees. This part of the Goſs 
pel, I ſap, is moſt fic and neevfull fox 
ſuch an age, And woe bee to vf wee 
preach not the Goſpell, .. 

Conſider alſo, I beſeeche you here, 
befoze we go to an end, che excellenty 
and wozthinelle of the pꝛeaching of 
the goſpel. It is ſmal accounted of in 
the wozlve, it is thought a vile and a 
ſimple office,itis contemned and dil⸗ 
piſed ofthe moſt part But if theſe 
me kue w the lweet e excelent things 
tuntained and offered in the Coſpell, 
which is p matter ofp1eaching, they 
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would alſoknowe the woꝛthineſſe of 
this ſo high a calliug,. and that che ex⸗ 
cellencie therat may mo2e clearly aps 
peare, ict vs ad ſome further pzoof of 
this matter, And firſt rem inber, that 
this calling ot the miniſtery c pꝛeach 
ing ofthe woꝛde, is no deulſe ot any 
moꝛtall man but the ozdinance of the 
lining God.

which appointeth Paſtozs and teas 
chers, fo: the gathering togeather of 
bis ſaintes. It muſt needes be a woz* 
thy and an honozable calling, which 
hath ſo wozthye authours, enen God 
him ſelfe, his ſonne Chiilte Jeſus, 
and the holie ghoſt: pea, and not only 
o, but as woꝛthy haue eperciſed- ann 
3” pꝛacti⸗ 
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'] pactifedthis calling. The firlf pzeas 
cher that cuer was in the wozly was 
God him elfe, he pꝛeached to Adam 
in paradiſe that comfoztable Goſpel, 
the ſeed of the noman ſhal deſtroy the ſer 
pentshead.after that he ſtirrtd vp Noe 
and Let, Maſes the pꝛophets, men of 
ſingular credite and authozitie. May 
what ſhall Jl ſpeak of Daxid and Salo- 
mon. ot the which, the one was a moſt 
victorious pꝛince, and the other moſk 
welt hie, pet they haue gotten m02e 
glozp and credite, by their doctrines 
and inſtructions, then by all their ri⸗ 
ches c triumphes. Theſe are gon and 
they are gone, but their good counſel, 
tbeir Pꝛouerbes, their Pſalmes,and 
Pꝛeachings, remain and abide ſoz e⸗ 
uer fo2 their cuerlaſting memozie, to 

the glozp of God, and dayly pꝛolite of 

his church, The firſt miniſter a Pꝛea 
cher of the new teſtament, was John 

the Baptiſt, of whom Chziſt eur Sa- 

uiour ſaith, there was not a greater 
Pꝛophet among? womens childzen. zial. 

Nay Chziſt himſelfe was alſo a pꝛea⸗ 

cher of the Goſpell, x witneſleih that 
he 
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he came into che wozlde euen to that 
purpoſe. After him, the Apoſtles alſo 
were {ent into the wozld, euen to this 
end. Seeing then that God himlelfe, 
te his ſonn Chzilt Jeſus, haue vouchs 
ſafed to pꝛeach the woꝛd: ſeeing lo fas 
mous men as the Pꝛophets and Apo⸗ 
files were oꝛdained to this purpoſe, 
it mult needes followe that the office 
of pꝛeaching is moſt famous, wozthy 
and excellent. The woꝛthineſſe alſo 
of our calling moſt enidently appea⸗ 
rcth in the wozthinelle and pꝛice of 
the things committed vnto vs, which 
is the people of God, the Church of 
chꝛiſt, his deare ſpouſe, the very pꝛice 
ok his bloud : It ſo great thinges be 
committed to vs: If the Lozd put vs 
in truſt with ſo deere and pꝛecious 
thinges, our calling muſt needes bee 


woꝛthy and notable, Remember the 
notable effect and fruite of this cal- . 


ling,the winning of ſoules, the con» 
uerſion and ſaluation ofthe faithfull. 
It pleaſed GOD by thefoolſtmeſſe of 
eaching, to ſave them that helecue. 
And further, the wozthp matter of 
pꝛea⸗ 
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'}© preaching;is both here other there 
ſet vowne,namelp the goſpel, p woꝛd 
of reconciliation, the wozd of grace, 
the good newes and glad tidinges of 
ſaluation pᷣ teſtimony of Jeſus chʒiſt 
repentaunce and remiſſion of ſinnes. 
O that all men woulde conſiver this,. 
that the glozxe of Gods minifterye 
might appe are. It pʒinces, noble me, 
and Patrons, would remember this, 
they woulde haue moze care & conſci⸗ 
ence in beſtowing their linings, and 
in defending the goon miniſter. Pha · 
raoh, king of Egypt, in the time of 
kamine, had ſuch a care ta pꝛouide foʒ 
his idolatrous pꝛieſts, that he would 
not ſuffet them to ſell their land, but 
gaue thẽ a ſutlicient oꝛdinaxy to line 
vpon. This example of an tvolater in 
pꝛouiding fot idolatrous pꝛieſtes ſhal 
condemn many chꝛiſtian gentlemen, 
which haue a great deal leſſe care fox 
true & chʒiſtian miniſters, which are 
ſo far from adding any thing of their 
vwne to theit maintenaunce, that 
a by deceipt oz violence, 
ake that from the Piniſter, 
which

which long ago was giuen by others. 
Lec the Papiſt. che Atheiſt and hypo⸗ 
crite remember and conſider the woꝛ⸗ 
thy calling of the miniſter, that lay« 
ing aſide all contempt, ſkoffing, dil⸗ 
daine & rapling. they might in heart, 
reuerence and hono2 the Loꝛdes oꝛdi⸗ 
nance;: #lec all people remẽ ber this, 
that they may chiertully peeld honoꝛ 
obedience; reuerente + maintenance 
to the fapthfull Miniſter, remember 
that his calling is of the Loꝛde, that 


he hath to deal with your ſoules, that 


his purpoſe is to win you ts the 102d, 
that hee pꝛeacheth no leſſe'athinge 
then the holy goſpell of Jeſas Chziſt. 
Now thele things rightly: cöſidered. 
is he not woꝛthie to bee obeped and 
maintained: How beautiful are the feet 
of them , that bring the glad tydings of 
peace: And read al which is gone bes 
loꝛe in the chapter, v you map knowe 
that he which pꝛeacheth the Goſpel, 
by right and equitie ought to liue of 
the Goſpel. Let al good minicters re⸗ 
member this fo2 their comfazte, and 
luſtruction, that how uer the wozly 
thinke 
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thinke of them, they haue a wozthye 
and high calling, and let them not 
faint, but make their miniſtery fully 
knowne, and ende their courfe, with 
top, and let all ignoꝛant and carelefle 
miniſters, eſpeciallp remember this 
Loctrine; that ſo they ma pe epther as 
mend, oz elſe come to ſheme and con? 
fuſion, It the Lozd be the authour of 
the miniſterp, the ſoules of che people 
are committed to vs: Jf the effect of 
dur calling be to ſaue the ſoules ol the 
people: it we haue to desle with the 
goſpel of Chiſt: if ſo kamous and no 
table men haue al wayes bern in this 
talling, what a man ought the mint- 
fer to her what care r what cdſrience? 
what knowledge: what pcale and ho 
Ie conuerfaſion is required at his 
hands? you may ſce and wirnes with 
me, I ſpeake nothing to the defacing 
and difcrevice of the mimſter of God 

but rather to his great credite q glo- 

rie: his calling is moſt woꝛthy e ho- 

nourable, be is woꝛthy of double hos 
nour, hee is to be obeped and ſuffict* 
ently maintained, he is the 2. 
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ofthe loꝛdes houſe, and the meſſenger 
of the lozd of haſfes,But as the faichs 
ful miniſter is ta haue his credit any 
commendation:fo the ignozaunt and 
tareleſſe (ozt,as me haue ſufficiently 
already pꝛooued, are to be caſt datone 
e delated, becaule by thy ignozaunce, 
— . thep 
greatly diſhon ozde, x deface 
bis glozy. I canclude and ende with 
the holy ApaQfe:1 beſecb you brethren, 
that you An them which labuur 
Jour arcane you in the Lerdich 4 
mouifh you,that you han them in ſingu 
lar lowe for their works ſake:by h which 
place. we lee that (ach as labour not 
admontſh not, nb wozke not, (ſuch 
lape) are not wozthye of any loue 02 
honoz, but cacber to be thꝛuſt aut any 
banniſhed, as vnpzoficaale members 
out of the church of Gad. The which 
the Lozwof the harueff,grauat fo2 
his tender mercies,in Jeſus 
Chit Amen. 
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
